It is also believed by some observers 
that there was a discussion about the 
line to be taken over Nikita Khrushchev. 
It is well known that some (not all) of 
the East-European party leaders, to 
say nothing of. influential comrades 
farther afield, are still unhappy about 
the manner of Khrushchev's dethrone- 
ment. Lately, indeed, there have been 
a number of small signs that his sueces-

As for the German problem, the 
Warsaw -meeting was preceded and 
accompanied by a barrage of anti-Bonn 
propaganda, calculated to put the con- 
cept of any sort of Multilateral Nuclear 
Force which included West Germany, in 
the most sinister light.

AS a general rule, introduced animals or 
plants cither do not thrive at all in their new 
environment or they adapt too well and quickly 
become pests. One of the few exceptions in 
British Columbia is the Pacific oyster which 
bas recently becomes established and which 
ow supports a minor industry, 3 

Our ‘so-called Pacific oyster is a Japanese 
Species first brought to this country in 1914 in 
the form of “seed,” about fingernail size, By 
1926 a small industry had developed on the U.S, 
side and plantings in Ladysmith harbor on Van- 
couver Island had proved successful. That is 
the seed oysters grew to maturity and some 
even spawned but no natural setting occurred. 
It was necessary, therefore, to import. young 
oysters each season in order to maintain the 
beds. 

However in 1982 when large numbers of 
these ‘oysters were being grown in Ladysmith 
harbor, extensive spawning took place and a 
relatively heavy catch resulted in the vicinity 
of the beds, 

te * * 

Again.in 1996 setting occurred but this-time 
Sethe oysters travelled many miles from their 
point-ol origin before settling. Since these 
dates breeding has occurred many times but 
at irregular intervals. 

» Major spawnings in 1942 and in 1958 have. 
aceounted for the Pacific oyster becoming’ 
spread throughout the Strait of Georgia. In 
some areas the set was -so thick every -‘suit- 
able surface was plastered with young oysters 
and they became the dominant animal on the 
beach ; 

Except in Pendrell Sound, where special 
water conditions favor spawning each season, 
the breeding of the Pacific oyster is not regu- 
lar enough-.or extensive enough to fill all the 
demands ‘of the industry, It is still necessary 
fo import fresh seed oysters from Japan for 
this purpose, Large numbers of naturally-set 
oysters have been gathered from several areas 
and removed to commercial beds for further 
growth, but the amount of labof involved makes 
iH uneconomical while’ it is still. possible. to 
obtain spat from Japan at a relatively low 
cost ; 

The success of spawning and setting of the 
dapanese oyster in British Columbia depends 

upon several conditions. First-the water hds 
to attain a relatively high temperature before 
Spawning will occur and the temperature must 
the maintained for several weeks following or 
the larvae will die. The salinity of the water, 
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too, must not vary too far from the optimum 
or mortality of the young will result. 


” a + 

Chance also plays a large part in the dis- 
persal and. final setting of the spat. In the 
early stages of development the larvae swim 
actively, but the direction of their travel is 
determined by the tidal currents which may 
carry them many miles perhaps into unfavor- 
able areas, 

During this dispersal period of 18 to 20 days 
they are also running the risk of being eaten 
by all various creatures that feed upon plank- 
ton in the sea. Finally the survivors of this 
free-swimming phase have to find a suitable 
surface upon which to settle and attach them- 
selves as spat. 

Not every surface will serve for this im- 
portant event. Most suitable are the shells of 
other oysters, but if these are not available at 
this critical period then the shells of other 
molluscs, or barnacles, or clean rock faces 
will do. % 

If these are present when a swarm of Spat- 
ling-sized larvae are carried in by the tide. 
tens of thousands of young oysters may settle 
along a short stretch of beach. 

* * * 

But generally it ix impossible to foretell 
where such settling will occur, so the oyster- 
grower cannot plan to take advantage of such 
@ spat-fall, °

Without doubt the Pacific oyster has become 
a permanent member of our fauna, but whether 
or not our local 


will spawn regu- |

on foreign sources for our oysters.

He is the enemy of silence and has arrived on 
the scene just in time to breach the quiet.and dis- 
interest that had been overtaking the Floyd Patter- 
son-George Chuvalo heavyweight fight scheduled for 
Feb. 1. 

; It was an inspired stroke by the closed-circuit television pro- 
moters of the Patterson-Chuvalo bout to hire Clay for $10,000 to 
do the between-rounds' commentary for that one. The bout is 
beginning to come alive, thanks to Clay, who is taking himself 
seriously as a sort of copromoter and lending his open mouth 
to the ballyhoo, 

Cassius began by calling both fighters names, mostly un 
comptimentary, but serving to call attention to the fact that a 
fight was coming up. The other day, Clay shepherded a bus- 
load of 30 boxing writers and cameramen to Chuvalo's training 
camp in the Catskills, Chuvalo had been attracting only his 
trainer to his workouts. But where Cassius. goes, there is a 
following. 

Predictably, the unpredictable happened to Cassius in the 
Catskills. He took a turn at driving his personal bus and landed 
it and his whole cargo in a ditch. Took his eyes off the road 
for a near-disastrous moment. Nobody got hurt, but Chuvalo 
vs, Patterson got headlines it had never merited before.
